I have a problem with my Ten Tec Argo 556 display alternating infrequently 
from the display frequency to the keyer speed indication with the 20 meter 
module installed. The rig works fine with the 40 meter module. I talked to 
Ten Tec and we tried several different combinations of power supply, grounds, 
antennas and dummy loads with no cure. We thought it was an RF problem. 

They sent me a new 20 meter module and that did not help. 


Today I had a conversation with Gary at Ten Tec 

who was very helpful and reccommended placing a 47K ohm resistor between 

the speed pin on plug 49 of the low level driver board and ground. I thought 
I would pass along his £1ix and see if anyone else has had this problem with 
the Argo 556 or Scout 555 before I do the £1ix this weekend.

I've been reading about the accuracy of tuners and SWR measurements. 
Being a new owner of an AF-1 I thought I'd repeat what Autek includes in 
the instructions for the AF-1. 


"Please note that there is a "suckout" effect below SWR's of 1.2 caused 
by diode drops. This is typical of most SWR bridges, although most 
manufactures don't mention it. So we're all happy with our "perfect" 1:1 
SWR's. And, as a practical matter, a 1.2:1 SWR means less than 1% 
reflected power!" 


I haven't read any other manuals for instruments that read SWR but Autek 
seems to go into great detail about the limits of the AF-1, tells you 
what they are and how they will effect your readings. They even give you 
a way to calculate a more accurate measurement if you need it! 


Just thought I'd put in my 2 cents worth. BTW, I have no connection to 
Autek but would take money from them if offered.:-)

Of course, if the response to Q1 was NO, then this voided 
a response to Q2. 


Q2. Will you be listing one or more desired calls which are 
outside of your QTH call area? 
(ex. If you call area is in 6 land, will any of your 
choices be in call areas 0-9) 
Y-8 N- 8 
(Note - you CAN do this, call the FCC if you don't believe me) 


Q2, as expected, generated the biggest emotions! Some thought 
that expanding their call range would give them a better 

shot at a desired call. Others insisted that this "dilutes" 
the call system and causes much confusion, especially when 
DXing ("W8 station you say your QTH is in Utah??"). 


Most of the comments people sent were related to how many 
applications the FCC would get the first day. Low guess - 
2000. High guess - 5000+. Also, how long will it take the 
FCC to "wade" through the first few weeks of paper flood and 
process the apps! 


Anyway, there it is. A pretty emotional and interesting 
topic (at least for me). Thanks to all who responded. This 
was all for fun, and sorry for the non-QRP bandwidth.

Got a late start on TMPS. Wanted to play, but my antenna didn't. Used a half- 
square vertical at Field Day, and worked so well I put one up for 30m at home.

Noticed two things over the time I've been on 30m. Noise level surprised me. 
Expected it to be less than 40m. Also, QSB extremely active. Started QSOs at 
579 or so, and in two or three exchanges QSB right out of contact.

It's a useful little tip, not about the rig itself, which he is 
submitting to QST for possible use in Hints & Kinks, and one of their criteria 
for acceptance is not being previously published elsewhere. As he told me, 
he'd rather see it in QST than the QRP Quarterly since Hints & Kinks gives $20 
checks! Having cashed a couple of those checks myself, I understand his 
position :-)

(I know this is a bit late, but...) 


I've built the 40-40 QRP 40 meter CW transeiver described in 
the Nov, 1994 QST, and I've made a few mods and measurements that may be of 
interest to readers of this group. The receive sensitivity has been 
increased, QSK is approached, the use of a different final amp is described, 
and the tuning range has been increased. Birdies present within the band 
serve as convenient frequency markers. 


The receive sensitivity of the 40-40 as built was low: My IC-726 with a 6' 
whip could hear signals that the 40-40 with a full size dipole couldn't. Two 
mods cured this: increasing C31, and adding a preamp. 


With the antenna connected directly to the RF gain pot, R3, sensitivity was 
better than with the antenna at the intended place (L6/C30), indicating that 
loss occured somewhere in the front end. Walking the antenna away from R3 
identified C31 as the deafener. Replacing it with a 1000 pF ceramic (it was 
supposed to be 68 pF) made the thing hear about as well with the antenna 
connected to antenna port as at R3, indicating there were no more significant 
front-end losses. This increased coupling did not lead to significantly 
louder sidetone on transmit; it was still just as much too loud. Increasing 
the 4.7 megohm TX-audio-shunt resistor interconnecting the drain and source of 
FET Q1 to 22 meg fixed it. 


However, it was still insensitive, so how about a preamp? W1FB's QRP 

notebook describes "the preamp that ICOM uses" in it's HF transceivers - and 
sure enough it's in my IC-726 schematic. (I used MPF102s.) It's two 
grounded-gate JFETs on opposite sides of coupling transformers, with the 

drains 22 ohms from the plus rail, and the sources 22 ohms from ground, and 
both resistors bypassed on the transistor side by .047 uF caps, and it went 
between C31 and R3. It made the 40-40 xjust*x able to hear atmoshperic noise. 
It's nice because it's transparent to RF when power isn't applied - you merely 
give it juice if you want gain. It draws 10 ma - a good candidate for a front 
panel switch. 


I found the hang time for T-R turnaround too long. It's dictated by the 1M 
resistor and @.1 uF cap at the gate of FET Q1. A 0.01 for C was fast but gave 
a loud pop on T-R turnaround; a 0.02 was ideal. 


For the final amp I used a 2SC2075, "identical to an MRF476," in place of the 
called-for 2N3553. (The MRF476 is spec'd for 3 W output at 50 MHz.) With the 
'2075, my 40-40 maxes out at about 4.5 watts. In contrast to the text "Adjust 
R2 as needed for 1.5 W key-down power [...] More is *not*« better - you'll coax 
a little more power out at the expense of efficiency!" I found increasing 
efficiency with greater power, up to 3W, though this probably has more to do 
with the transistor than with the circuit. I calculated the efficiency by 
measuring the supply current to the radio, and measured the RF output by.... 
[potential Hints & Kinks item deleted]. With 15 volts on the rail, here's what 
I got: 


@.05 watts output 80 ma TX draw 1.2 W Input 4% eff. 
0.5 W 160 ma 2.4 W 21% 
1 W 215 ma 3.23 W 31% 
2 W 290 ma 4.35 W 46% 
3 W 365 ma 5.48 W 55% 
4wW 510 ma 7.65 W 52% 


So with a 2SC2075, it looks like the highest eff. is at 3W, right at the spec 
of an MRF476. Note also that though it drops up top, it's still more 
efficient at 4 W out than at 1.5 W out. 


Increasing C9 above 68 pF is mentioned as how to get more than 40 kHz of 
tuning range. I settled on 270 pF for C9, and a MV1162 varactor - 275 pF 
nominal - for a tuning range of just over 130 kHz. This much added 
capacitance required reducing C5-C7 to .002 each, with some small NPQ caps (68 
and 12 pF in my case - YMMV) in parallel to put the bottom at 6997 kHz. This 
is enough spread that a ten-turn pot is called for as the freq. knob, but I'm 
exploring use of two single turn pots, a "coarse" anda "fine," to spare my 
precious ten-turn pot from permanent imprisonment. 


As promised in the text, there is a HUGE birdie right at 7000 kHz - and it 


makes an excellent marker! The radio is usable within 2 kHz of this birdie, 
so it doesn't result in much loss of spectrum, and I chose the bottom of the 
tuning range as 6997 to be sure I could tune across it. In addition, I found 
two other birdies, a weak one at 7077 kHz, and a strong one at 7117 kHz, and 
these too were suitable markers, also being unobtrusive and stable. (I 
wouldn't feel so kindly toward them if there were another means for frequency 
calibration! ) 


Next I'll make some KK7B direct - conversion transceivers... I suspect they 
will make an interesting comparison to the 40-40, at least on RX!

I was in the process of reading "Solid state design for the Radio Amateur" 
by Hayward and Demaw and I notice that many of their designs use 
air-variable capacitors. Thinking that these tend to be expensive, and 
hard to come by in junked equipment because of the demise of tubes, I got 
curious enough to open up an automobile radio I have to see what it used 
for tuning. It had several coils with movable slugs which were engineered 
to move as a unit.

The FD Special is a variant of the ZL Special--135-degree phased folded 
dipoles, where the phasing line is 300 ohm parallel feeder, the same as 
the antenna elements--a very light mono-band antenna for field use. 


I have done some extensive modeling of ZL Specials, both straight and 
folded element varieties. The demise of 72 -ohm parallel line pretty much 
rules out easy contruction of straight element (e.g., single lengths of 
tubing) versions, but the FD Special is so close to optimal for a 
2-element phased array with a fixed phasing line (no variable components) 
that the difference does not make a difference. 


There are two ways to make a folded dipole ZL Special: equal element 
lengths and unequal element lengths. W7EL chose the former, which lends 


itself well to 300 ohm phasing lines (but remember that the elements can 
be made from any material suited to folded dipole use, adjusted for 
effective diameter: the wider spaced the wires in the folded dipole, the 
shorter the length). Unequal length versions, with the back element 
slightly longer than the front lend themselves to 150-ohm phasing line 
construction. 


The element impedances are actually quite complex, and the standard 
135-degree phasing line analysis actually is only a rule of thumb; it is 
mathematically inaccurate. The rear element is actually phased at -45 
degrees with respect to current (but not necessarily voltage or 
impedance), which the 45-degree phase line length effects with its half 
twist. Additionally, the actual phase difference for an optimal array is 
not exactly 45 degrees current phase shift, but an amount dependent upon 
the exact spacing of the two elements. Nost casually built ZL Special 
fail relative to standard 2-element Yagis because not all the variables 
were handled with adequate accuracy. However, the antenna got its good 
reputation in the early 50s when even commercially built Ham Yagis were 
quite poorly designed--and the tools of performance evaluation were not as 
accessible to hams. 


In the series on small beams that is appearing in Communications 
Quarterly, the article on ZL Specials is next in line. However, I do not 
know the publishing schedule. The article contains a little of the 
history of the antenna, some of the calculations involved in its analysis, 
and reference to a number of models of published versions, and some of the 
pitfalls of casual construction--along with my test model, which is 
Similar but not identical to the FD Special--similar enough that for those 
who do not wish to spend a week of finicky adjustments, the FD Special is 
as optimal as the home builder can expect to achieve. 


Incidentally, Roy's article got me started down this line of 
investigation. You can get offprints of virtually any old QST article for 
$3.00 each by writing or e-mailing ARRL. 


If you want to develop your own version for a different spacing, band, 
etc., you might use NEC, which allows you to insert a mathematical (not 
physical) phasing line of parallel feedline in the model so that you can 
adjust all the variables until you get acceptable performance. With 
careful construction, the results will work as the model predicts.

I built a FD Special and even used it for FD this year. I guess you saw 
the Azimuth plots on EZNEC and know that it is pretty narrow-beamed and 
that correlates with what we experienced. We also had a Delta loop set up 
and were able to A-B compare them. We had the FDS pointed a toward MN (the 
trees wouldn't let us point it toward WA). Most of the O's had a 
considerable increase in signal strength on the FDS over the Delta Loop. 

We even worked KL7 on QRP SSB! LAX and W1, W2 and W3 came in a lot better 
on the Delta loop. The FD Special is well worth building and makes for a 
great DX antenna. Good Luck

Mike, This type of feed is called "J Feed", hence j-pole. You have the 
right idea. Hook one side of the 1/4 wave line to the 1/2 wave element 
and leave the other side open. At the other end of the line you short the 
two ends of the 1/4 wave line together.Then you tap up from the shorted 
end with your coax for the right impedance match. The following formulas 
should apply for feeding 1/2 wave antennas whether made out of wire or 
tubing.The half wave antenna is 7884/f in inches.The short side of the 
"J" is 2409/f in inches. The tap point is 183/f in inches. Dont forget to 
short the bottom of the 300 ohm or the 450 ohm line and also you have to 
take into consideration the velocity factor of the line. Most 300 ohm 
line has a vel. factor of .82 and the open wire variety has a vel. factor 
of .95. So dont forget to multiply that in your calculations.The only 
thing I have noticed with " J Fed" antennas is that they seem to be a 
little more narrow banded than those 1/2 waves fed with coil and cap. 
combos. Close enough for gov. work! More variations of this type of 
antenna to come in future posts.

Doug, you can use just about any type of electrical conductor and it will 
work. 

The use of bare versus insulated wire is primarily for good conduction to 
the earth for lightning discharge. Insulated wire will work fine for RF 
counterpoise purposes. 


The main concern about the type of wire is how long it will last in the 
soil before it deteriorates (corrodes) away. 


Any type of wire direct buried in soil only has a useful life of a few 
years. The larger the diameter of the wire, the more years it will last. 
Sorry, but I don't have access to any files that document this 
deterioration. Different soils and moisture (read different locations) 
have varying affects on the wire. I have used electric fence wire before 
and it lasted several years. I have also used old copper wire removed 


from the old fashioned rural telephone lines with good results. This 
wire was corroded green before it was buried and was still usable 20 
years later! 


My recommendation is to use whatever wire you can afford, use as much as 
you can get down and try to make the connections to the antenna system 
above grade (above ground level). 


By the way, radials don't have to be buried. They will work fine just 
laying on the surface. In fact, elevated radials installed in the air 
above ground level are better than buried wires in that fewer wires are 
needed for the same RF counterpoise effects. Just look at two meter 
ground plane antennas for an example of this.

Bill, 


I, too have an SW-30 (actually a 30-40) and a Norcal 40. The gain in the 
SW-30 is defintely less than the Norcal rig. And since much of my operating is 
with a compromise antenna, the lack of audio was noticeable. 


I've done two things to circumvent this, bsides the usual mods. First, I use 
a xgood*x set of earphones. I learned this with an older Small Parts Center 
rig I had. The usual el-cheapo headphones gave me poor results. I bought a 
decent pair of Sony headphones (about $15.00) and the rig had plenty of 
volume. 


However even with those good headphones, my aging ears wanted more power (just 
like Tim Taylor!). My final solution was to add one of the Radio Shack audio 
amplifier boards (used to sell ‘em for about $7.95) to the audio output chain. 
I simply wired it up and used double-sided foam tape to mount it inside the 
lid of my 30-40 cabinet. I wrote it up in 72 several issues ago. 


You can really use any amplifier with an LM380 or '386 to do the same job. 
They have enough gain that you will have to crank 'way back so that you don't 
blast your ears out!
